Wi.vDiioi!, May 20.— Mr. Clarke \V.M- 
laee in his address before the Grand 
Orange I^od};e of Hritish North America, 
after referring in terms of congratulation 
and loyalty to the aiiproachiug Jubilee 
celebration, proceeded to diacaa'j tho 
Manitoba echcol question. He e.vproseud 
reuret that he could not Bjjeak of it 
simply in retroyiect. Ho feared more 
would be heard of the question yet. It 
was satisfactory that the Dominion had 
not been allowed to force a Hysteiii of 
separate schools on ^Manitoba, but il. was 
to he regretted that the Premier and his 
ministers in their speeches had given 
the minority a pledge that the Manitoba 
school aettloment efTttcted bv them was 
not to be. regarded as final, but simply 
as A first instalment and tentative in 
character. 

The Grand Master objected in vigor- 
ous terms to tho presence in this coun- 
try of a ilelej;iito from tlie Pope in tiie 
person of Monseipncnr ]\Ierry del Val, in- 
terfering in the ail'airs of thia country. 
If tlie delegate is well advised, he saiti,

NEWS OP THE CAPITAL. 

Better Terms for the Territories— U. S. Cat- 
tle May Graze in Canada. 

()tta\v.\, ]\Iay 20. — Oscar McDonell, a 
well known French CanaJiau journalist, 
died here to-day of cancer. He was 
a?;ed -12, and leaves a widow and five 
cliildreu. 

Tho longitude in time of Montreal has 
been finally determined by l^nglish and 
Canadian astronotuers as 1 liours, 51 
minutes, S seconds. 

Messrs. Knss :u;d llaultain, of the 
Northwest Territories, left for the West 
to-day, having received irn intimation 
from the Government that all claims 
which they have been urging are con- 
ceded, and that tlie subsidy of .$250,000 
will be raised to .'foOO.OOO. Practically 
all the powers enjoyed by provincial cab- 
inets are to be conferred on the execu- 
tive. It ia understood also that the un- 
paid expenses in connection with the 
Territorial lair will be paid by the Gov- 
'crnment. 

At a meeting of the agriculture com- 
mittee to-day Dr. Mc£.achran said the 
Uovernment ia now considering tho 
question of permitting United States 
cattle to come into Canada for gra/.ing 
jiurposes for the summer moiitli and re- 
tuf:i ill the fall, «;i paying a price of two 
or three cents an :icre. He exj)hiined 
fully the details of the new quarantine 
regulations. 



WINNIPEG'S GROWTH. 

The Prairie Capital Shows Satisfactory In- 
crease in Property nnd Population. 

WiK.Nipi;!!, May 20.— (.Special) — As- 
sessment Commissioner Harris reports 
the total assessment of Winnipeg to be 
!i;22,700,8!0, exclusive of exemptions, 
which amounted to $4,863,290, showing 
a not increase in tho assessroent of pro- 
perty in the city over that of 189G of 
more than :i;25O,O00. This increaee was 
wliolly represented by new buildings 
erected during tho year and improve- 
ments on buildings previously cou- 
structed. The total population" of the 
city, allowing a fair percentage for 
transient population, is 38,691.

Xi:w YoiiK, May 2G. — Frederick de la 
Tour Booth-Tucker, Commander of the 
Salvation Army in the United States, 
was to-night convicted of maintaining a 
disorderly house at the big Army bar- 
racks in West Fourteenth street. Sen- 
tence was postponed until June 8, and 
tho Commander was liberated or. the 
same bail as he had been under. Com- 
plaint was made by residents of the 
neighborhood of the barracks, who al- 
leged tliat the)' were greatly disturbed 
by the singing and band playing at the 
Salvation Army meetings, esi)ccially 
those which lusted all night. 

Booth-Tucker was defended Ijy i 
Mayor A. Oakley-liall, who (luotedfroin 
the Scrii)ture to show that Miriam was 
the first hallelujah lassie, nnd the trum- 
pets, cymbals, harps, castanets, cornets 
and timbrels were used by the ancient 
Hebrews in the worship of God. The 
judge's charge was unfavorable to the 
defendants. The jury was out five 
hours. 

Judge Newburger in his cliargo said 
this case involved injury to life ami prn- 
|)erty, A public nuisance is a crime 
against the law and economy of tho 
state. It the conduct of these services, 
whether th( y were accompanied by the 
use iif instruments, or simply singing, 
praying or exhortation, was the means 
of deiiriviii;: a considerable number 
of persons ot the enjoyment of life or 
properly, the verdict must be "iiuilty." 
it was claimed by the defence that this 
was a religious service, and as such was 
entitled to the protection of the law. 
The constitution of the state granted the 
right of worship to everyone, but the 
services must he conducted within 
reasonable hours. It was admitted by 
tho defence that on one occasion at least 
the services continued from S o'clock in 
tho evening until '1 :,"0 o'clock tho next 
morning. Ex-iMayor Hall took excep- 
tions to several jjarts of the judge's 
charge.

Ni:\v VoRic, j\Iay 20. — The Evening 
\Vorld jiriutB to-day a cable dispatcli 
from its correspondent at Athens giving 
a signed statement by members of the 
Greek ministry regarding tho failure of 
the war against the Turks. Tfiat from 
Prime Minister Kalli says: "Greece 
should not be censured for the instctive- 
neea of the navy, nor should the great 
powers ho hhiuied. They did not; re- 
strain our ships, Christianity did. Had 
we bombarded the seaports of Turkey 
and the .Egean Islands the Turks would 
have massacred the Christians as they 
did the Armenians. Gould we hlEive 
used our navy the reanlt of the' war 
would have been difiisrent. ThepowerB 
know our poyerto^. I do not fear an un- 
just deeision." ' 

M. Skouloudis, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, writes: " Greece had no national 
grievance against the Turks, and with- 
out any blundering interference the 
Cretan affair could have been quietly 
settled by the two interested parties. 
Jiut Europe gave tho patriotic society a 
chance to agitate and force unprepared 
Greece into a disastrous war. Tho 
former ministry weakly opposed thia 
course, but had not the courage to re- 
sign. I expected the result. We have 
been beaten by superior Turkish num- 
bers and superior slrate^^y, aud mutt 
make the best of it." 

M. Thamadoa, Minister of War, after 
noting the inferiority of Greece in num>- 
bers and resources, says : " Greece can- 
not yield Turkey the frontier, strategic 
points. Brigands would ' use'' them .'to 
rayage Thessaly, and defences coiU 
mucli.'l 

SEEKING FOR KC.\I'i;r.O.\'r.s. 

Tho correspondent of tho Times at 
Athens' says: The torrent of recrimmin- 
ation, denunciation and bitter invective 
which waa checked by the fear of the 
immediate Turkish advance, to Athens 
has broken out afresh, now that this 
danger has been removed by the armis- 
tice. The authors of the war policy, 
etiually with those who are held respon- 
sible for the disasters, are being dragged 
before tlie bar of public opinion. So far 
as tho official culprits are concerned, it 
is believed that the government may ap- 
point a commission of inquiry to punish 
the guilty. A thorough investigation in- 
to the hospital and commissariat de- 
partments will probably entail scandal- 
ous disclosure's. 

The Ethnike Hetoiria is bitterly de- 
nounced, and the government is urged 
to seize its funds, to confiscate its stores 
and arms, and to compel it to render an 
account. The government is notlikolv to 
accede to this suggestion, but many per- 
sons prominent in political life arocloeely 
connected witli tho organization, and the 
Hetaria, conscious of its strength, baa 
decided to remain silent and to prei;ervo 
its niysteriouH and invisible character. 
I'ossibly smitten with compunctions, 
however, the society has donated 00,000 
drachmas for the relief of the Thessalian 
refugees. Thia ia apparently the best 
justified item of all its expenditures. 

CiOVliRNOlt foil CHICTE. 

A dispatch to tho Standard from Berlin 
says tho Powers, including Turkey, have 
a seen ted to tho appointment of Prince 
Francis Josejih of Battenberg as Gov- 
ernor-Geueral of Crete. 

The Atliens corres])ondent of tho 
Standard says the Powers have assured 
Greece that thePorte will not be allowed 
to evade the conditiona of the armistice. 

THE EOnOPEAN CONCKRT. 

A special dispatch from Athoiu; says: 
" Great Britaiu has declareil her inten- 
tion to abandon the concert oi the 
powers if the occupation of Thessaly by 
Turkish troops is jirolonged until Greece 
has paid the war indemnitv demanded 
by Turkey." 

CoNSTANTi.voi'i.E, May 26. — The with- 
drawal by Germany of her objection to 
the collective note of tho powers on the 
suhj(H;t of tho terms of peace between 
Turkey anil Greece, is duo to repreeonta- 
tioiiH which the pov.'ors, especially 
IviKsaia, made to Berlin. Germany, in 
addition to objecting to sign the note un- 
til Greece had coneentod to abide by the 
teriiiB agreed upon, objected to the in- 
demnity clause, being opposed to the 
princij)lo of the indemnity being settled 
forthwith, and on the basis of tho pre- 
sent resources of Greece. This attitude 
upon the part of Germany is attributed 
to a desire to arrange the Greek finan> 
ces in a manner giving better, se'ourity to 
Germaii bbndholdcra.

GREAT IIKITAIN's POSITION, 

London', May ^}~k diapatcht to the 
Daily Telegraph fi-o'm AMenn» stCyS the 
foreigb office discredits tlie reportlthat 
Great Bi itixiu has threatened to quit the 
European concert and pronounces it a 
Greek invention to inliuence Turkey to 
evacuate Thesaaly. 

The Athena correspondent of the 
Times saya it is believed that complica- 
tioua have arisen owing to the advocacy 
by some of tlio powers, includinir Kus- 
eia, of a Tuikish occupation of Theasaly 
until the indemnity ia paid, and to Eng- 
land's firm resistance to such a project. 
The Greek government iu preparing for 
a possible renewal of the war. 

THE DUFKLICE INCIIJK.S'r, 

London, May 37.— The Athena corres- 
pondent of tlie" Daily Telegrap'). deacrib- 
ing the incident wiiicb culuiinated in 
tlie arrest of Signor Defelico, says: 
" M. Ralli had courteously aaked him 
for his aasistauce in inducing the Itali- 
ans to return to Italy. Delelice in the 
■ inoBt insultiuK manner declined to 
he dictated to and accused the 
Greeks of stealing the clothing 
of the Italians. When M. Ralli sum- 
moned the police, Defelice went on the 
balcony and shouted for the Garibaldians 
to come to his .issistance, but bis appeal 
was ignored. At lirat lie declined to 
accompany the prefect of police, and 
continued his volleys of abuse until the 
prefect aunmioned tlie gcndurmea, wheu 
Defelice ofl'ered to go quietly." 

When Signor Defelice \vas being eon- 
ducted to tlie riraeua to be placed on 
hoard the Italian warship Sardagna a 
number of the GaribaUlians attempted 
to rescue him, and a free flght ensued, 
in which a aoldier and a civilian were 
severely wounded. Aa soon "a lie wag 
on board the ironclad, Defelice was lib- 
erated at the request of the Italian min- 
ister, thS Duke of Avarna, on bia solemn 
promise to quit Greece without provok 
ing further incident. 

A dispatch from Athena to the Stand- 
ard eaya that the municipal authorities 
have conferred the freedom pf the city 
upon General Riccoiii Garibaldi_ and 
Colonel Cipriani, the Italian Socialist 
leaders, in recognition of their eminent 
services in the field.

The Northfleld Post Office-Protest 
Agraiust tSanday Closing: of 
tlie Canals.

Ottawa, IMay 26.— This has been a day 
of strong incidents in the house. The 
discnaaion all day waa on the reciprocal 
chiuae. The oppoaition preaaed with 
great force their contention that the 
government's proposition must mean 
the incluaion of Germany and Belgiut^ 
within ita privileges. At the even- 
ing session Mr. Foster referred to the 
great power conferred by the clause 
on the Controller of Customs. Mr. Lis- 
ter said Mr. Foaier'a obaervationa wore 
impertinent and iusulting. This lead to 
a big row, a motion being made that the 
irate' words be taken down. Eventually 
Mr. Lister had to withdraw the objec- 
tionable phrase. The reciprocal clause 
was not ))ftSHed when the House ad- 
journed. 

The bill incorporating tlie British ^ ii- 
kon Chartered Company passed its third 
reading in the Commons to-night.

SIX THOUSAND SPORTS. 

They Saw "Kid" McCoy Knock Out O'Brien 
In Ten Gamely Contested Rounds. 

Xinv YouK, May 2G.— Fully G.OOO 
people passed through the turnstiles of 
the Palace Athletic Club to-Dight to see 
the middlerweicht boxers, Gharlea (Kid) 
McCoy and- O'Brien, who recently re» 
turned from South Africa, at catch- 
we'ghts. In the opening round McCoy 
swung his right on CBrien's face and 
started his nose bleediug. O'Brien 
opened the second with a rush, swinging 
right and left on face and body, and 
McCoy assumed the defensive. McCoy 
was forced to the ropes. Just as the 
gong waa about to sound O'Brien swung 
his right ou the head and staggered 
McCoy. 

In the third and fourth both did some 
heavy sluggiilg. In, the fifth O'Brien 
Bwiwig hia left onjtho forehead, the blow 
staggering the Kid again. In the sixth 
McCoy sent his left hand a dozen times 
on the body and lace, and warded ofT all 
of O'Brien's leads. A wicked jab from 
McCoy's lofc opened a gash over 
O'Brien's right eye, and he in turn 
landed on the back of McCoy's neck, and 
the Kid again staggered, 'but pulled him- 
self togctlier quickly. 

In tlie seventh NfcCov continually 
jabbed hia loft on the face. Near the 
close of the eighth McCoy landed a hard 
right on the jaw that sent O'Brien back- 
ward. 0'15rien seemed to tiro quickly 
after this blow. In the ninth AlcCoy 
landed a right swing on the jaw, which 
hont O'Brien to the floor in a swoon, but 
ho got to hia feet in eight seconds, and 
although be waa badly worsted, the 
gong saved him from going out, 

In the tenth McCoy had O'Brien at 
liis mercy and landed on the face and 
body in quick style, O'Brien was very 
weak, and iia a knockout waa inevitable 
the referee stopped the bout and award 
ed the flght to McCoy. The time of the 
last round was one minute and thirty 
seconds. 



GRATEFUL TO ENGLAND. 

Premier Ralll Says Her Timely Interven- 
tion Uay Save Greece fwo 
fiUUion Poanas. 

Lo-VDON, May Zl.—Tbo Athene corre- 
spondent of the Standard reports an in- 
terview with M. Ealli, in the course of 
which the Premier said he was very 
grateful to England for her lirni- 
ncHS, as this might result in 
savins the corn crop in Thessaly, 
valued at .£1,000,000. If the Turkish 
troops should withdraw within a fort- 
night he said the crop might be harvest- 
ed, but if the withdrawal were delayed 
for a montii the wliole would he sacri- 
licod, entailing a loaa to Greece of quite 
£■-',000,000, since, if the crops were loat, 
the government would be obliged to 
feed the penaants and to incur other 
expenaea. With reference to the alleged 
loan negotiations M. Ralli said the pro- 
posal waa merely to renew the treasury 
honda autiiorized by the former minia- 
trv for war purposes. 

Atuens, May 26.— The government 
anuounces that it has deposited in the 
National bank £11,000 to pay the cou- 
pons falling due on the 15tb of June 
nest. 



QUEEN'S BIKTHDAY. 

An Uiiusuiilly Imposing Celebration in Lon- 
don Vesterdny. 

London, May 20. — The official celebra- 
tion of the Queen's Birthday was ob- 
served in London to-day witli 
the usnal closing of the courts 
and government offices, ringing 
of church bells, display of flags, 
artillery aalutea and the ccrcinoiiy of 
triioping the colors of tlio llorac (jiuarda 
p.ir;ule, in wtiicli tlie colonial troopa now 
in hoiidon took jiart. Although the cere- 
mony was aomiiwhat i.uarred by rain it 
WHS unusually imposing. The I'rinco of 
\Vale3 was attended by the Duke of 
York, the Duke of Cambridge, the Uuke 
of Oonnaught, Prince Christian of 
Schleswig HolBtejn,Lord Wolseley, com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces, and a large 
staff, including an Indian aide-de- 
camp. The Prince was received with, a 
royal salute, which was given by the 
Grenadier Guiirda, the Coldstream 
Guarda, tlio Second .Scots < iuardw. Second 
Life Guards and the Colonial troops. 

The l.'riiiceaH of Wales, the Puclieaa of 
Albany, the King aiidClueenof Wurteni- 
burg, Prince and Princess Charlca of 
Denmark, the Diichesa of I'ife, thj 
Duchesa of Oonnaught, and others wit- 
nessed the ceremony from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief's room in the Horse 
Guards' building. 

Fenian Raid Veterans. 
Ottawa, May 20.— An important depu- 
tation of the veterans of 1S6(> waited 
upon Sir Richard Cartwright, acting 
;\Iinisterof Militia, this niorniiig, to urge 
their clainia to recognition for tb"ir 
services to the Dominion at the time of 
the Fenian raids. Fully fifty Were in 
attendance, including a number of M.Pa. 
They considered the occasion of the 
.Tubileo of Her Majesty as most iltting 
for striking off suitable medala. Sir 
liichard Cartwrigtit fully recognised the 
Kravity of the occasion when these meu's 
services wtre called into requisition. 
The request now preferred for medals 
was a trifling recognition of what waa 
due them. He fully agreed that the 
fieason was an eminently iitting one, 
and proniiaod to do his very beat to see 
tliat they were concurred in. He did

GERMANY ASKS QUESTIONS. 

Recognized There That the Fielding Pro- 
position Conflicts With Treaty 
Rights . 

London, May 27.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times saya : "The Ger- 
man press ia devoting a good deal of 
attention to the Canadian tariff, and 
complains that the information regard- 
ing the attitude of Germany on the sub- 
ject comes escliiaiveiy from Canada or 
iCngland. With reference to the Field- 
ing ])roposal in the Canadian par- 
liament to safeguard Canada's position 
in relation to the rights of -nationa other 
than England to the moat favored nation 
treatment, the question ia asked whether 
it can be England's intention to give no- 
tice that the treaty of May 30th, 1865, 
between Great Britain and the German 
zollverein is to lapse." 



THE TAIIIFE DEBATE. . 

Senate Committee Connnaiid a Majority- 
Amendments Proposing Bounties to 
Agriculture. 

Wasiiixgton, May 26. — The first vote 
on the tariff bill w^a taken in the Senate 
to-day. It came after a two hours' de 

bate on the item of boraic acid, which 
although comparatively unimportant 
aQbrded opportunity for the flrat align 
nient of tho various elements. Mr. Vest 
of Missouri, a Democratic member of the 
finance committee, moved to make the 
rate on boraic acid three cents inatead of 
five coiita per pound aa provided by the 
committee. Tliis presented a direct 
iaaue between the committee and the 
oppouenta of the bill. Ttie amendment 
was defeated; yeaa 20, nays 32. The 
vote was largely on party lines. Seven 
paragraphs of the bill were considered 
during the day, the committee being 
sustained in each instance. 

Senator Cannon, of Utah, haa offered 
an amendment to the tariff bill providing 
that : " From and after sixty days from 
the passage of tliia act, there shall be 
paid out to any exporter of wheat or 
wheat Hour, rye or rye flour, corn, irround 
or unground; cotton, hopa or tobacco 
produced wholly in the United iStatca 
and ex))orted by sea from any port in 
the I'liitcd .Statea to any port of any 
other country, an expOrt bounty, by way 
of an eipialization to agriculture of the 
benelita of this act to encourage the in- 
dustries of the United States." This 
amendment is the result of a conference 
of silver Republicans, Popnlists and 
some Democrats, and may be aaid to 
represent the sentinienta of the clement 
in the Senate wliich puta silver above all 
other Bubjecta of legislation.

New Youk, May 26.— The stock market 
was notably active in the early hours of 
trading to-day. The animation of the

GuA.vD FoHKS, May 23.— (Special)— At 
the second meeting of the city council 
held last night, a -warm discussion was 
precipitated on the question of whether 
to celebrate the Fourth of July or the 
Diamond Jubilee. Arrangements had 
already been partially made for a big 
celebration extending over the ord, -Itb 
and 5th of July, but the council last 
night decided to celebrate the 22nd and 
2ord of June, and all the money and 
energy possible will be expended to 
make this aQ'air the most successful of 
its kind that has ever occurred in this 
section of the country. The rdl.y will 
appropriate a snug sum for prizes, and a 
number of business men have expressed 
their willingness to subscribe liberally, 
so that there will be plenty of induce- 
ments for a good representation in all of 
the contests. A committee of the coun- 
cil consisting of L. A. Manly, W. G. 
llepworth and P. J. Davis was ap- 
pointed to act in conjunctiou with : 
citizens' committee in porfocting ar 
rangoments for the celebration. 

The following city oflicers were ap- 
pointed by the council: Clerk, II. S: 
Cayley; constable, S. F. llepworth; 
treasurer, li. McCaren ; asEossor, Jas. 
Addison; engineer, J. li. Featherstone ; 
stenographer, Harriet S. Sheads. One 
ofHce remains to be filled, that of city 
solicitor. As yet there is only one appli- 
cant for the position, A. C. Sutton. Tlie 
mayor was authorized to negotiate a loan 
of $2,U00 for immediate expenses of the 
city. The salaries of constable andclerk 
were fixed at $S0 and $25 per month re- 
spectively. It was decided to recommend 
R. McCaren to theLieutenant-Governor- 
in-Council for appointment on the li- 
censing board. 

Work was commenced on the llill-top 
claim yesterday, on the grassy hill east 
of the city. The first blast removed four 
feet of Bolid iron capping. 

A. B. Freeman and John Collis, of 
Spokane, came through on bicycles last 
Friday from Northport, a distance of 
over 100 miles. They reported the moun- 
tain roads in good condition, aud that 
the most part ol their route was along 
the railroad from Northport lo Bosaburg. 

Steve O'Brien, of Victoria, has been 
spending the week in Grand Forks, the 
guest of Mayor Manly. In conversation 
with i?our correspondent Mr. O'Brien 
said: "Of all the mining camps I have 
been in I believe this to be the leader. 
Its location and genera] advantages are 
such that it is bound to be tlie foremost 
city of the mining country. The only 
thing Grand Forks hicks is railroad 
transportation, and I feel certain a rail- 
road will start this way within a year. 
And when the first shovel full of earth 
is turned on a road headed for Grand 
Forks this town will have a boom that 
will be a hummer. It wont be an 
artificial boom either. The town will 
just grow all at once into a good sized 
city, and it will never go backwards. 
There will not bo many days work done 
on the railroad before you Bee me 
open a business here. I know what the 
town has back of it. The most influen- 
tial men of the province have interests 
here, and they have become interested 
because of the immense mines that lie 
up the river a few miles. I understand 
that by the time a railroad reaches here 
fifteen mines will be ready to ship ore, 
and you know that is a wonderful show- 
ing. Even after a railroad reaches here 
the mining camps in the vicinity will 
have to get their food supplies from this 
place; its position is such that they 
couldn't help themselves if they wanted 
to. Yes, sir. Grand Forks is bound to 
be all right, and the fellows that get in 
on the ground floor are going to make 
))ig money here."

LIQUOll UP NOllTH. 

More Money in it Than Even in Yulcon Gold 

Mines. 

I'dur Tdwnscni), May 2G.— A eorrea- 
pondent writes of tlio liiiuor tratlie in 
the far Xoi'th a« follows : A eonsigniuent 
went north in the early part of last year 
and was sent to Fort Cudnhy, Northwest 
Territory, which is four miles from the 
Alaska boundary, on the Yukon' river, 
and consisted of 1,'iOp gallons of the 
highest proof spirits. It passed through 
Alaska under the guidance of an in- 
spector of euatoma detailed by the Sitka 
otflce. At Fort Gudafay the American 
hond waa cancelled, and the importer 
executed another indemnity to the Can- 
adian government to take the samegooda 
out of the tonitory N\itliin thirty (lays. 
Theliiiuor was jiromptly taken across 
tiie line to the mining camps along the 
Yukon river and its trihutariee. It wag 
diluted and " (loetored " so as to in- 
crease the bulk to 2,100 gallons, which 
was retailed at .*26 a gallon. The 
amount realized was $00,000, and the 
(irst cost aud expense of transportation 
amounted to !f 15,000, which left a profit 
of $15,000. 

Under similar methods twootliersliip- 
ments were made tliia year. The first 
was on March 26, when 200 kegs of whis- 
key were ebipped in bond. to J. .Sullivan, 
Lake Bennet, Northwest Territory, and 
the other waaon April 21, to F. M. Stev- 
ens, Lake Linderman, Britiah Colum- 
bia, and consisted of seventy-seven pack- 
ages of spirits, valued at .t2,'ll7. The 
points of destination are only three or 
four miles from the Alaska boundary,

PEOSrEMITr AT BAND. 

Cariada'ia tindoubtedly enterinK upon 
an era of greater business prosperity. 

We are not of those who believe that the 
government of the day ia the sourcofKim 
which all bleaainga flow and should 
greatly regret if Euch an idea ever be- 
came prevalent in Canada. It works 
untold inischief in the United States, 
where it has sapped self-reliance and 
enterpriso to such a dei^ree that years 
will 1)0 iiecoBaary to undo the evil wrought 
thereby. Tiioso who remerabor or who 
have informed themselves as to the 
riualitiea of the American people in ante- 
bellum days will not need to be told that 
they were diatinpuished by their courage 
and independoiicu in a busiuosa sense 
They ask odds from no one. Into every 
field of business enterprise they 
entered with marvellous success 
There ia nothing iu history com- 
pared to the progress of the United 
Statea in the half-century before the 
war of secession. That war entailed 
heavy taxation, whicli was eubmittod to 
without a murmur as a }iiitriotic oblipa- 
tion. Such taxation was neceseiuily 
protective, and under ita stimulua great 
manufauturing iuLorcsta became estab- 
lished. It ia not necessary to trace how 
a huge pension list was inaugurated un- 
der a pretence of gratitude by tliose ])cr- 
eons, whose self-interest led them to op- 
pose a reduction of taxation, or the other 
dtBi)9 wliereby it has come about tliat 
the gre'U majority of tlic people of tke 
United States believe national prosper- 
ity to be dependent upon taxation. 
Election after election haa been contest- 
ed over phases of thia false doctrine, 
neither party iiaving the courage to aa- 
sert tiiat it ia an economic absurdity. 
Tliat country ia now eo i]nprcgnated 
with tiiig pernicioua notion that trade, 
commerce, investment and enterprise 
feel its poiaon in all their diveraified 
arteriea. Canada will be fortunate if 
she escapes tlie fate of her neighbor in 
thia respect. 

Wo do not deny that in the adjust- 
ment of taxation it ia possible and de- 
sirable to give domestic industries certain 
advantages. The point we wish to make 
is that tbo well-springa of a country's 
welfare lie far deeper than any tarifl' 
can touch ; that they are to be found in 
in the courageous and intelligent utiliza- 
tion of the natural resources with which 
the land is bleased. No one will be so 
absurd aa to claim that the coming wave 
of prosperity is any way due to the 
Fielding tariff. The new achedule of 
duties has donbtleea had some efTect upon 
the time when certain importationa were 
made, but it baa had nothing to do with 
creating the demand in this country for 
such im|/ort;itionH.

Canadiana have at 
last learned to appreciate what their 
country is anil what it may become, and 
the Bpleudid future which fiecms to bo 
opening will be realized not because one 
party or anothei happens to be iu power, 
but because tlio old-time pluck and en- 
ergy of llie sons of Britain animates New 
Canada, in other words, we are about 
to realize the anticipations of tho found- 
ers of Confederation.

Details of. the I'rosramme to Be 
Disposed of at Beacon Hill Park 
on June 2Uth. 



Although the public meeting of citi- 
zens convened to decide Jubilee celebra- 
tion arrangements, arranged that Vic- 
toria'a carnival ahould extend over the 
21at and 2.i:nd of June next, it now seems 
altogether probable that the religioua 
exercises of the 20th will be far from the 
least interesting feature of the great 
carnival. The adoption of the pro- 
gramme perfected by the w'orld-girdling 
order of the Sons of England has gone 
far toward increasing the importance of 
these Sunday exerciaes, and tiie prupar 
ationa made for tho occasions by the 
combined city choira in conjunction witii 
the band of the Fifth Regiment indicate 
I thoroughly artistic as well as an in- 
tensely patriotic service. 

Tho special civic committee in charge 
of this portion of the celebration pro- 
parationa met the choir leaders of the 
ty on Tuesday evening last, when the 
Iraft of the programme was preseuted 
and iiually adopted. Theclosing hymn, 
owing to difficulty eKperienced in secur- 
ng a suitable tune, was ultimately 
al)andoned, and the well known "Glory 
to Thee My God Thia Night " was fin- 
ally substituted. Mr.- J. M., ilno. was 
chosen as conductor of the monster 
choir for the cjcasion, as well as leader 
of the band, and a special fliab-committee 
waa named, whose duty itwill be to view 
tho grounds and make audi preparation 
aa may be neceasary for tlic accommoda- 
tion of tho choir.

Mansell and afterwards running a HUle 
lop of hie own on Johnson Btrcet. He 
as a pocnllar man, very dnae about lii.s 
ll'airs ami never spending imich money, 
llo had an old fasliionod horror of baiiUa, 
too, and thcKi ia a strong opinion among 
many who kiii'w him Ihat he Imried Ida 
money and that there ia a liltle store 
hidden soniewliere in the ground , over 
towards the Indian reserve. He would 
put ilia money in a little tin l)ox: on a 
ahelf and then some evening he would 
go for a walk over towards Victoria West 
and tho little tin box would be empty, 
lie bad a house and lot once And sold 
them, but what became of the money no 
one knew.' Larman was a man of very 
fine physique and was quite an adept at 
athletic excercises, especially rowing, 
lie was born in iMonaghan, Ireland and 
was ~tt years old at the time of hisdeatli. 
Four or five years ago ho becanio eomo- 
what feeble in healtli and souuht rofuKe 
in the Old Men's Home for his declining 
days. '.'

TRAMWAY ]l^E^^DERS. 

There Will Be One Here for Bxperiiiieiital 
Purposes in a Few Days. 

In by-la v 2i')I) of the city of Victoria, 
commonly called tlie Street Kailway 
RoRulaiions'liy-law, there is a Boction 
which provides that On or before the 
!>Otli day o£ April, 1987, the said com- 
pany shall provide all its. cars run on 
any of the aaid etreets with a guard, pro- 
tector or fender upon the front end of 
each car, .which guard, protector or fen- 
der shall extend to its foremost point aa 
near to the road-bed as shall be prac- 
ticable, and shall be so constructed and 
adjusted according to the latest and 
moat approved deaign and pattern." 

The tramway company are not as yet 
using fencers, however, though the rea- 
son ia not that thej' wiali to defy the 
city, but, as IMr. Mclvilligan explained 
yesterday, because it has been impos- 
sible BO far to choose any fender that is 
really reliable. A short time ago the 
company wrote asking the city to ctteud 
the tinio for the company to get their 
fenders, but the council were of opinion 
that to do this it would be necessary to 
repeal the by-law. It waa decided, as 
an alderman explained yesterday, that 
the 'city shoald not enforce the 
by-law for a reasonable time 
80 as to give the company a chance to 
secure the fenders. Tlie diliiculty Boeiiis 
lo he in gelling a fender tliat really will 
do its work properly, and not be aa fatal 
to the person hit aa if it were the busi- 
ness end of tlie car that struck him. 
;\fter trying about for what is eupposed 
to be the beat fender yiw JIcKiiligan 
atatea that he has got one similar to that 
in use in Seattle and Tacoma, and it will 
bo linro in the course of a few days. 

" Then," ho said, with his most ami- 
able sniilo, " 1 Dliall be moat happy to 
allow any of the aldermen to act as 
lummy and see how it feels when the 
fender hits him." 

Probably the whole subject will be 
threshed out at to-morrow evening's 
council meeting when the tramway com- 
pany's proposals are to be discussed.

Last night Mr. A. L. Belyea and Jlr. 
Joshua Holland left lor Vancouver, 
whence they will go to Lummio, Waah- 
ington, to settle the laat details in con- 
nection with the taking over ot the sal- 
mon cannery there by the Carlisle Cun- 
ning Co., Ltd. The Carlisle Oaniiini; Co., 
which waa forineil a few moiitha ago in 
London with a capital of £.50,000, is 
formed partly of old eliaroholders of the 
Carlialo Packing Go. They liave \i\w- 
ebasod tho Carlialo cannery and also 
what baa hitherto boon known aa the 
Lnminie Island cannery, near AVliatcnin. 
Meeara. Munn and Holland of thia city 
ore the general agenta for the roiiipany, 
and the intention ia to operate both caii- 
Dories thia year, and also, if it ia consid- 
ered advisable, build new ones, Jlr. 
Bslyea has been acting aa legal advisor 
tolthe new company .during the negotia- 
tWria that are now completed. The can- 
nery on tho United StatoB side has a 
capacity of 50(000 cases, while tho Car- 
lisle cannery can put up about 10,000.

JAPANESE MAN OF WAK. 

The Cruiser " Heyai " Now in Esquimalt 

Harbor-JHer Visit Will 'Last 

a Week. 

'ICsquimalt is receiving its third visit 
from a Japanese man-of-war, H. I. J. 
M's. ship Heyai^ Which' arrived yester- 
day afternoon direct from the island 
empire. The vessel is here for a week's 
visit. She came not unexpectetily, but 
was looked for during some few weeks 
past, and a descriptioir of tiie craft has 
already been given in the Cor.oM.sr. 
.\bout the time of her arrival H. M. S. 
Couius returned from Nanaimo, where 
she had been in connection with the 24th 
of May celebration, and the Gomus is 
the ontyifiritish vessel at Esquimalt. 

The Heyai goes from Esquimalt to 
Seattle for two weeks, thence to B«a 
Francisco for three ^weeks, and then 
home via'Honolnlu. .This trip is taken 
for the enligbtenment'of eighteen naval 
students aboatd, the training of whom 
is now , the regular duty of the ship. 
These are all young men, ranging from 
18 to 20 years of age, whose first term 
of tuition is a three years' school- 
ing. Then they are sent to sea 
lor a year, and after that are promoted 
to the rank of midshipman. In this 
capacity they serve for one year and a 
half, when they are uppointeil to sub- 
lioutenancies, their rank thus advancing 
as e.xperienco is acquired. 

Big and ungainly looking, with ris- 
eing unusually heavy, with a' single 
smokestaok lowly set a little forward of 
midships, and with a crew of smaller 
stature to that of the jolly Jack tar, 
the Eleyai presents an appearance at 
once odd and attractive, l^ho is a fnll- 
riirgnd composite cruiser of tone, 
'l,i)?ib li. p., with speed of 12 knots. LI or 
dimensions are : Length of keel, 'I'M 
feel; lieain, 40 feet; and draught, 17. (i 
feet. 1 fer anniinient cousista of Ki guiie, 
including two.J.7-centiiiietets, six 12-ceii- 
tinicters, four oi small calibre, and four 
1-incli iSordenfult. She has a comple- 
ment of 81.'.') men, including 24 otiicers 
and 42 warrant and petty officers. The 
[)rincipal of these are as follows: 
Captain, Wyemura Nagayorki ; com- 
niaiuler, Ola Morizan%.; chief navigator, 
Insiichi Kintaro; .gunnery lieutenunt, 
.N'iehiyama YaBukichL; torpedo lieuten- 
ant, Fukushlma Har,unHga; firstlieuten- 
ant, Tanaku Murihide; second lieuten- 
ant, Okada Keisuke; third lieutenant, 
Okubo Toinoye; chief engineer, Kondo 
Illyskichi ; chief surgeon, .Maki Kobun, 
chief payiiiaaler, Koashi Yoicliiro ; as- 
sistant engineers, tliuuna liintaro and 
< )kazaki Teiiio ; assistant surgeon, Wada 
\'achiho; asBistant iiayinaster, Nakata 
I'oyokichi. All these officers speak Hoine 
Lnglish as aoniet)t their nuin her proudly 
l)()ast, but none are very lluent tiilkers 
of the language. They are capital enter- 
tainers, and visitors to the ship can rest 
assured that they will be well looked 
after. 

The vessel will be open to inspection 
by the public until .'J o'clockon the after- 
noon of each day. General leave has 
been given the crew while fibe is in port, 

and the officers are determined on mak- 
ing the best of their visit. They arc very 
pleasant personages, and many of them 
know well what campaigning; is, having, 
like the ship, served all through- the 
.Tapanese-Cliineao war. The part the 
Heyai took in several of these 
battles has already been told, and 
it is when describing hov/ some 
shell burst throiigli over the vessel that 
ler ollicers probably speak their most 
graphic J'jigliBh. Surgeon Wada tells of 
numerous hair-breadth escapes with an 
entiiusiasm worth seeing, and the ap- 
pearance of the vessel bears evidence of 
the hard usage she received. The most 
striking charaoteriatiO of the wbolecrew 
on meeting them abqard is their loose 
diecipliue when compared with that of a 
British warship, ■

Sever.ll gentlemen, includinp; Mr. 
Charles Hayward and Mr. Beaumont 
Boggs, have juet returned from an ex 
tended trip to Texada island, highly de^ 
lighted with YThat they have Been in tbe 
way of mineral deyelopmenti 

" Very few people are awaria," said 
Mr. BopRB, diecuBsing the trip jiiflt com- 
pleted, "of the extensive development 
work that lias been done. What struck 
iiie most wag the practical way in which 
development is being conducted on the 
Surprise, worked by some Coniox boyB 
There are eight men employed, and they 
liave a eliaft 100 feet between well-defin- 
ed walla of porphyrj', the ore bontaining 
bath gold and copper. Four good build- 
ings have been'ereoted and horse power 
is being instaUed. 

" The Silver Tip has a shaft of over 
100 feet down, and a contract is to bo let 
on it for L'OO feet more. Tlio Texada 
Kirk l^ake Co. 'a property has also been 
opened up well niulcr tho mnnayeiueiit 
of Mr. MuCruady, and a gettlemeat is 
fast springing np around this property 
Although work has been temporarily 
suspended, awaiting the arrival of ma- 
chinery, vet a shaft of about 100 feet 
witti cross-cut, and several Hmalier shafts 
and cuts, tell of the work done. This 
property has splendid water power, 
which should be utilized for a custom 
tnill as soon as a little more develop- 
ment work has been done. 

"There are many other claims upon 
which good showings have been made, 
including the Lorindale, Minerva, .Geni| 
Island Queen, IMetchosin, Volunteer, 
Lion and Tiger, and assessment work 
has been done also on the California, 
Hidden Treasure, Shebn, Olympia, Pal 
merston and Silver Plume." 

Mr. Buggg a!ao referred to the well 
known Van Anda and the Victoria Tex- 
ada Ciold Mining Company's properties. 
The Francis, owned by the last named 
company, is the claim upon which the 
extremely rich free gold quartz was re 
cently discovered. A shipment of sev- 
eral tons of ore was made from it which 
now awaits treatment at the metallurgi 
cal works in this city. A tunnel is being 
pushed night and day on tho Francis 
upon a well defined vein of smelting ore 
assaying in gold and copper about $49. 
Mr. JRalph, who surveyed the claim, ee* 
tiuiates that within a hundred feet of 
the present workifags, which are now in 
75 feet, the contact will be struck and a 
rich body of ore uncovered. 

Mr. Boggs is mucli pleased with the 
work done on Texada island, and has re- 
'tiirned laden with specimens taken from 
the various claims by his own baud, 
which ho liR3 on view at his oflice. 

i MDltE ENQUSH CAPlTAIi. 

Seattle, May 20. — Arthur N. Pelly, 
who is on a visit to his cousins, Bernard 
and Launcelot Felly, in this city, lias 
just returned from England, where lie 
succeeded in raisi.ng .tlOO.OOO to buy and 
develop the Vancouver group, near Sil- 
verton, in the Slocan district. After 
stopping oil' at Calgary and Vernon, he 
went to Vancouver, where he organized 
the Vancouver Group Mining Companj-, 
to operate the jiroperty. Mr. Pelly was 
in Seattle two years ago, and since then 
has been roving in the mountains of 
British Columbia. He associated him- 
self with Leslie Hill, a well known min- 
ing engineer in British Columbia, and 
finally secured an option on the Van- 
couver group, which is on the extension 
of '.the famous Galena Farm ledge on 
Slocan lake. 

In talking of the feeling in ICngland 
regarding American miniirf; investments 
Mr. Pelly said : " People over there are 
talking a <;reat deal about British Col- 
umbia, and many companies are being 
foruieii to invest there. All the )ieople 
are deep in South African stock, and 
have locked up their money in them, so 
they are very slow in letting more go. 
Still lots of companies are coming out 
here, and, when South' African mining 
revives, there will be plenty of fnoney 
for this section." 



HAWAIIAN SUGAR INTERESTS. 

Their Prosperity Menaced by a Threatened 
Abrogation ot the Treaty With the 
United States. 

VVasiiinCto.v, May 20.— Senator Petti- 
grew has given notice of an amendment 
to the tarifT bill providing for the abro- 
gation of the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty 
as follows: '"That the treaty concluded 
January 13, 1S75, and proclaimed Juno 
3, 1875, and tho" convention extending 
the duration of said treaty concluded 
December 6, 18S4, betweeen the United 
States and the king of the hawaiian 
Islands, is hereb^' abrogated, repealed 
and annulled." 

In explaining tho bill in the Senate 
yesterday, Senator Aldrich, who has it 
In charge, said with refereniio to the 
Hawaiian treaty : "The committee also 
prepare and present an- amendment to 
the House provision in regard to the 
Hawaiian treaty. The existing commer- 
cial treaty between the United States 
and the government of thes^'iala^ds pro- 
vides for the free admission of raw sug- 
ars, tho product of the islands, into the 
United States. If this treaty should re- 
main in force it would result in giving a 
bounty to tho Hawaiian sugar producers 
amouuting to more than .^S, 000,000 per 
annum. It wns not contemplated, when 
the original treaty was made, or vvlien it 
was extended, that any possible advan- 
tage of this kiiul could ever result from 
its terms to tho people of the Sandwich 
islands. 

" The effect of this bounty was un- 
doubtedly to filimuhite enormously the 
protluctioii of sugar in the Hawaiian 
islands. While we cannot fairly abro- 
gate a treaty of this kind with a friendly 
country without notice, we believe that 
negotiations should be at once entered 
into looking to Buchi a modification of 
tho treaty as will reduce the' bounty to 
be paid Hawaiian sugar producers to a 
reasonable sum, and the committee will 
present an amendment looking in that 
direction at an early day.- There should 
be no difficulty in securing through the 
treaty-making power such modilicatioiis 
of the treaty as will be satisfactory to 
both countries without injury to either. 
It certainly cannot bo expected that the 
United States will continue for any 
length of time to pay a bonus of seven 
or eight millions of dollars per annum 
as an inducement to any foreign country 
to trade with us. I assume there will 
bo no difficulty in securing proper modi- 
fications of the treaty so that it will not 
be necessary for the government of the 
United States'-to give the one year's 
notice of abrogation of the treaty as pro- 
vided for by Its terms. 

FISHERaBN'S ADVENTDRE. 

Lost From Their Schooner in a Fog They 
Luckily Make Their 'Way I^ome. 

Pbovencktown, Maes., May 26. — Of 
nineteen m,en of this town who sailed on 
the schooner Joseph ■ E. Johnson for the 
fishing grounds on tho Western bank 
southwest of Sable island last week, 
only three came back on the schooner 
when she rounded tho point yesterday 
morning. The story told by Captain 
Biers is that early I'"iiday morning the 
sixteen men put oil' in dories to set 
trawls, the farthest off being set three 
miles off from the schooner. The air 
was Clear for a couple of hours when a 
bank of fog rushed aown upon .the sea, 
shutting out of sight the boats, and they 
were not again seen.' 

To-day the missing men were brought 
into port. They report that they were 
unable to judge as to the location of 
their vessel after they had boon out 
trawling a short time, but by blowing 
foghorns continuously tho dories were 
all gathered together, and remained tied 
togetiier until daylight Saturday, when 
the dense fog bank lifted, and it was de- 
cided to attempt to row to La Havre, 
N.S., the nearest port. The small sup- 
jjly of hard tack was soon exhausted, 
and the men were compelled to ent raw 
tiab. No vessel was sighted until the 
castaways were within twenty-five miles 
of Nova Scotia. At 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning the Norwegian bark China, 
Captain Anderson, from Hamburg, hove 
in sight. The men were taken on board 
and cared for. 'On Monday the schooner 
I. B. Merritt passed near the bark, and 
as she was bound for Boston took the 
crew on board. When off Pace Inlet 
this morning the men got into their 
dories and rowed nine miles to this port.
